"The Fire Hatrol," written by Charles 
T Hill, who boj oontribntud a icriea of 
papers to that magazine on the New 
York fire departipent, Mr. Hill gays: 


At fixes m the homos of the poor the?e 


detachments of the patrol work jost as 
earnestly and conscientiously to savo 
property aa they would in the expensive- 
ly fumished mansion* of the rich. At 
tenement house Sraa they are of great 
•errtce. First, they aid in getting the 
peoplb out ; then, gathering the goods 
together, the patrolmen protect them 
from water with tarpaulin covers. The 
majority of these fir?s break one in the 
basements or cellars, then, following 
the air and light ahaf t» to the top door, 
they upread and do the greatest damage 
in the npper stories. Toexnngnish these 
fires the other floors below have to be 
flooded, and were it not for tho fire pa- 
trol in many eases tha poor families 
would lose everything they owned. 


One of the captains of the patrol re- 


marked: "Why, it woold do your heart 
good if yon con Id bear how profuse 
theea poor peopla arc ia their thanks, 
and the blessings they shower on na 
when they find we've saved tiieir things. 
Thny go running aronnd, wringing their 
hauda and crying, 'Every thing's lost, 
everything's lost!' And then, when the 
fire is out, we lead them busk and ihow 
them their thtnga, M dry aa a chip un- 
der the coven, and — well, aay, there 
un't anything they wouldn't do for na 
Half the time they're not inmred, and 
1» ua't our bnsineM to protect people 
who af* not, bat we're not mppoaed to 
know everything, and oar order* are to 
protect property first and find ont 
whether it it inmred afterward, and it 
it not onr fanlt if we tare the little all 
of a lot of poor creature* who half the 
time haven't a change of clothe* to their 
backa.

"I bad always looked upon Edison, 


the wizard, as the perfcctor of other 
people's ideas until I made an inspec- 
tion of bis latest invention not long ago 
aud secured some information in con- 
nection with the development cf th« 
great machine," said Mr. K. B. Cokely 
of St Louis recently in Washington. 
Mr. Cokely is a geologist of some note 
in the west aud is largely interested ia 
mechanics. "While iu New York he 
made a trip into New Jersey for the 
purpose of having a view of Mr. Edi- 
son's wonderful ironworking machine. 


"It is a revelation to any oneto eee this 


great piece nf mechanism in operation,'' 
continued Mr. Cokely. "Tbe machine 
works automatically. The ore and earth 
are dumped into a receiving hopper, 
and proceed through a series of grind- 
tng rollers cutil reduced to minute par- 
.icles of dust Tbe iron is then separated 
by means of an inm,ense magnet, Tbe 
iron dust is made icto brickettes aud 
shipped away on fiat cars. Tbo most ro- 
markable feature la connection with tbe 
macbine—and tbe story of it is a de- 
light to the attendants—are the bear- 
ings. When the machine vas first oper- 
ated, Eihioa experienced great difficulty 
with the bearings. The dnst would pen- 
etrate tbe supposed dnhtproof protec- 
tion, and the bearings would bo badly 
afftut€d. [something bud to bo done, bo 
he retired to bis workshop, and after 
some days of hard labor ho invented 
acd eqaippcd his machine with sets of 
bearings—over 4,000 in nnmber—tbat 
will not run without dust mixed in with 
them. Tbat gives t clear idea of the 
man and his versatility. "—Washington 
Post.

The cult of the beard, according to

The barber's lot wr.s a happy one in 


the laud of Egypt, where the ptople bad 
such » high regard for the tousonal art 
that the majority of tbe men shaved not 
only the face, bnt the entire head and 
capped their bald pates with wiga, 
while the priests wont even lurcher uud 
shaved the entire 1'Otiy every third day.

Henry Schkk to Be Committed to 


the Dayton Workhouse 


Unless He Pays the Co* of the Court

Peaceful Citizen. 


Ttvopiiboncrs were brought before 


judge liichie this morning in bis pri- 
vate office in the court houaeand given 
their sentence for violating the laws of 
the state of Ohio. 


Henry Snick, who had plead guilty 


of having assaulted his mother with a 
hatchet, was given a fine of $75 and 
costs. 
Tb« prisoner was represent- 


ed by attorney Prophet, who pleaded 
for clemency and stated that the "boy" 
was a great help to his mother and for 
her sake asked that the sentence pro- 
nounced by the judge be as light as 
possible. 


The judge said that the boy had 


been the cause of trouble to his mother 
and that he had been guilty at various 
times of considerable disturbance. The 
judge was inclined to believe that if 
the boy should reimburse the state for 
the costs of the case and that if he 
should be held under a fine subject to 
commitment in the Dayton workhouse 
should he not conduct himself as 
a peaceful citizen, that a reform would 
probably be worked in the boy, and 
:hat society would be benelited.* The 
boy was not able to pay the costs but 
stated that he would endeavor to have 
it paid by installments. The sentence 
mposed was a fine of $75 and costs. 
[f the costs are not paid promptly at 
the stated times he will be taken in 
charge by the proper officers. The fine 
will not be enforced as long as he con- 
ducts himself in a proper manner.
